Allied Headquarters in North Africa. June 3 ( AB) — 
Allied destroyers sank two Axis merchant vessels and an 
escorting torpedo boat and drove an enemy destroyer ashore 
burning Tuesday night in an attack on a convoy off Capo 
Spartivento, Sardinia, it was announced today. 
Cain) Spartivento is at the toe of Italy. 
The daring Allied naval attack struck at the heart of 
Italy’s sea communications in defiance of the Italian fleet. 
T ogether with two naval bombardm ents this week of Pan- 
telleria, it indicated that in Italy’s southern w aters the Allies 
have achieved naval supremacy to match their air supremacy. 
A llies S u ffe r N o L o sse s 
The Italians are dependent on the Strait of Messina be­ 
tween Sicily and the toe of the Italian mainland to sail cargo 
ships between the west and east coasts. 
Capo Spartivento 
stands at the southern approach to the S trait of Messina. 
In the air war, American planes raided Pantelleria and 
the southw est coast of Sardinia yesterday without loss of a 
single plane. 
The naval blow off Capo Spartivento like the two naval 
bom bardm ents of Pantelleria was accomplished without loss 
of a single ship. 
“Our force suffered no casualties or dam age,’’ said a com­ 
munique issued from the headquarters of Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, Allied commander in chief.

A Moscow broadcast said 93 of the 
raiders were brought down by Soviet 
pilots in air duels and that anti­ 
aircraft guns shot dowm 30 more, 
after some planes got through to 
the city “and haphazardly dropped 
bombs w'hlch Inflicted material dam­ 
age and casualties.”

The Russians said they lost 30 
planes and declared the tally of 
Nazi victims was incomplete. 
(Tile Soviet noon communique as 
recorded by the London Soviet radio 
monitor said 37 German planes 
were shot down in the Kuban val­ 
ley northeast of Novorosslsk yester­ 
day. Land action was minor except 
on the Kalinin front, where 2.000 
Germs ns were killed In a two-day 
battle after a thrust that tempo­ 
rarily dented Russian defenses, the 
war bulletin said.

PENSIONS FOR POETS 
I like the idea of pensions for 
mothers who are in need, and for 
those who have bravely weathered 
many a storm in life, and also for 
soldiers and worthy human beings 
who have given of their all to pre­ 
serve a free and happy land. 
There is a class of human beings 
however, who are among the most 
useful of all living creatures who 
do not come in the ordinary run 
of affairs. I refer to our poets. Real 
and worthy poets are an asset to 
humanity. Rarely are they money 
makers 
How many really great 
poets have become wealthy? 
No 
Poe. Keats, Shelley, Brooke. Thomas, 
or Bryant, ever gained such distinc­ 
tion. 
And yet all down the years these 
inspired poets have blessed ail man­ 
kind. Who would begrudge the mod­ 
est pension that a state could easily 
afford to give to such in order that 
they might care modestly for them­ 
selves and families while they cre­ 
ated enduring poetry to comfort and 
Inspire the world? 
A field of daffodils in England— 
unless the enemy’s bombs have wip­ 
ed It out—remains as a memorial 
to the poet Wordsworth. But in the 
largest sense the poet’s work itself 
is his everlasting monument. 
Every country should pay atten 
tion to its poets. These poets should 
be extolled, praised, and encouraged. 
What a rare poet Ernest Dawson 
was! 
It was disappointment and 
poverty that crushed his life to the 
earth. 
I have a letter written by 
Oscar Wilde where he speaks of this 
inspired poet as one who sang songs 
that reminded him of the Nightin­ 
gales that sang in Shakespeare’s 
time. 
Today collectors of these neglect­ 
ed poets pay large sums for the 
merest manuscripts that have been 
left to perpetuate their memory! 
I 
have set in auction rooms and lis­ 
tened to the sales of bits of Burns, 
sold for thousands of dollars, in 
their manuscript form. And no one 
can afford to buy the few remain­ 
ing manuscripts of Poe, excepting 
the very wealthy! 
During his life, 
however, he lived in abject poverty 
a great deal of the time. 
I am thrilled at the appreciation 
of America’s Robert Frost, who 
doesn't need a pension—but I think 
of the hundreds of embryonic ones 
who do!
